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AHATA extremely concerned that raising the 
price of electricity and water for the tourism 
sector will make Aruba less competitive 


ORANJESTAD - The Presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the Aruba 
Hotel and Tourism Associa¬ 
tion, James Hepple, expressed 
considerable concern today 
that the proposed increase in 
the price of both electricity and 
water for hotels and businesses 
in the tourism sector as well as 
for other major heavy users of 
electricity such as supermar¬ 
kets, will make Aruba that 
much less competitive in what 
is an extremely difficult mar¬ 
keting environment. 

Hepple said that the Go¬ 
vernment is proposing that the 
current formula used by the 
hotels and businesses for pur¬ 
chasing electricity and water 
be changed to a new formula 
whereby those customers who 
use the most electricity and 
water will have to pay at a 
higher rate per unit and the in¬ 
creased income will be used to 
subsidize consumers, mostly 
domestic households, who use 
less. 

The hotel sector paid in ex-

cess of 70 million AWG for 
electricity and 24 million 
AWG for water last year, Hep¬ 
ple said, an average combined 
cost of about US$35 per occu¬ 
pied room. The price of elec¬ 
tricity in Aruba increased by 
9% earlier this year, and is up 
almost 30% since June 2009, 
he said. Since the financial cri¬ 
sis of late 2008/early 2009 
which forced hotels to sharply 
reduce their room rates there 


has been little recovery in 
room rates so the cost of elec¬ 
tricity has grown, and conti¬ 
nues to grow, much faster than 
the ability of the hotels to re¬ 
cover the increase in the price 
of utilities from their cus¬ 
tomers. 

Any further increase in the 
price of utilities will have to be 
passed on to the customer, said 
Hepple, making it that much 
more difficult to compete 
against lower cost competitors 
such as Jamaica, Mexico and 
the Dominican Republic. And 
increasing the price to heavy 
users such as supermarkets and 
other local businesses can only 
result in these additional costs 
being passed on to local con¬ 
sumers thus increasing the risk 
of inflation. 

AHATA is concerned that 
on one hand the Government is 
stressing the need for Aruba to 
be more competitive yet at the 
same time proposes to intro¬ 
duce a tariff structure which 
will do exactly the opposite.

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DOW will go easy on 
illegal structures! 


ORANJESTAD — In a recent 
press conference, Minister of 
Public Works, Benny 
Sievinger indicated that 
everyone is expected to abide 
by the law with respect to 
building and the required per¬ 
mits. However, in recent 
months they have encoun¬ 
tered numerous illegal con¬ 
struction projects being 
undertaken. According to 
Sievinger... ”it is possible 
that those responsible are 
doing so out of ignorance to 
the law.” Hence, it is impor¬ 
tant to make everyone aware 
of the law that states explic¬ 
itly that for any and all types 
of construction a building 
permit must be obtained from 
DOW prior to proceeding. 

Sievinger emphasized 
that DOW is authorized to 
take action for failure to 
comply with the building 
laws. However, DOW main¬ 
tains some tolerance and 
flexibility particularly to¬ 
wards those who were inno¬ 
cent of the requirement for a 
building permit for building, 
for example, an additional 
bedroom. These persons will 
be given an opportunity to 
prepare and turn in the build¬ 
ing drawings. 

On the other hand, there 
are those who have built a 


kiosk in their yard for the 
purpose of selling snacks, etc. 
DOW will deal with these on 
an individual basis and find 
ways to get that permit or 
take whatever steps so they 
could still keep their kiosk. 
Obviously, there may be 
cases where there is no viable 
solution and the construction 
will have to be demolished. 

In this press conference 
the Minister also dealt with 
the budget of DOW. Accord¬ 
ing to Sievinger, DOW’s 
budget was increased be¬ 
cause they opted to return 
street cleaners under the aus¬ 
pices of DOW. In the past 
these workers were under 
Serlimar, but it appears this 
situation was not being man¬ 
aged and controlled effec¬ 
tively, hence the reason for 
the decision to put them back 
under DOW. 

DOW is the department 
that deals with the issuing of 
building permits. They 
process the requests for per¬ 
mits as quickly as possible in 
keeping with all building 
laws. There are many cases 
where there are long delays 
simply because all the docu¬ 
mentation was not available 
at the time that the request for 
a permit was submitted.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- President Hugo Chavez said 
Tuesday that despite his recent 
cancer diagnosis, he has no in¬ 
tention of putting a succession 
plan in place, as he repeated an 
earlier vow to make a com¬ 
plete recovery. 

"The opposition and the 
leaders of the counter-revolu¬ 
tion are walking around plot¬ 
ting, saying that Chavez is 
done, that he's dying, that it's 
time for him to hand over 
power, that it's for a transition 
even before (next year's) elec¬ 
tions," the Venezuelan leader 
said. 

But Chavez said such talk 
by his detractors of his im¬ 
pending demise is premature. 

"With God's grace, and with 
the will of the people, we are 
going to overcome all of this," 
he said, vowing a full recovery 
from his illness. 

Chavez first went to the 
emergency room on June 10, 
in the middle of an official 
visit to Cuba, for a pelvic ab¬ 
scess, when the tumor was dis¬ 
covered. 


He then went under the 
knife a second time in Havana 
to have the growth removed, 
he said. 

The leftist firebrand leader 
was slammed by critics for 
convalescing for weeks in 
Cuba without revealing his 
reason for not returning to 
Venezuela and not handing 
over day-to-day governance of 
the country over to his vice 
president. 

Before his cancer diagnosis, 
Chavez already had announced 
plans to run for reelection in 
2012, after a dozen years as 
Venezuela's president. 


government rejected the offer, 
demanding the group go fur¬ 
ther and disband entirely. 

Only a few excerpts of the 
latest statement were released 
Tuesday by the two Basque 
newspapers, which promised 
to deliver a full text in their 
print editions today. 

According to the portions 
released, ETA said its latest 
statement ratified its readiness 
to "go further on the path un¬ 
dertaken." 

It called on all parties "to 
work in favour of a solution 
and to open between everyone 
spaces for dialogue and nego¬ 
tiation." 

ETA welcomed May 22 re¬ 
gional and municipal elections 
in which a new pro-indepen¬ 
dence Basque coalition, Bildu, 
won a quarter of the vote after 
a lengthy court battle to prove 
it was not a mouthpiece for 
ETA. 

Considered to be severely 
weakened by the arrests of a 
number of top leaders in recent 
years, ETA has not carried out 
an attack on Spanish soil since 
August 2009. 

On July 7, armed police ar¬ 
rested a suspected Basque sep¬ 
aratist in Britain in connection 
with an attempt to assassinate 
Spain's King Juan Carlos in 
Bilbao's Guggenheim museum 
in 1997. 

That arrest came a day after 
ETA suspect Daniel Derguy 
was apprehended on terrorism 
charges in Cahors, southwest 
France.

Budget for Tourism Product 
Enhancement Fund (TPEF) 
approved! 



ORANJESTAD - Last Mon¬ 
day during a public Parlia¬ 
mentary meeting called to 
discuss the TPEF budget for 
2011-2012, Minister Oduber 
was present. The TPEF was 
created last year with a por¬ 
tion of the funds for this proj¬ 
ect coming from the private 
sector, some 4.7 million 
Aruban florins. This money 
is actually the 2% that the 
timeshare holders were not 
previously paying. During 
the recently held discussions 
and dialogue to privatize 
ATA, it was agreed that this 
money would be duly col¬ 
lected. The government also 
decreed that 3 million Aruban 
florins forthcoming from div¬ 
idends of the Airport would 
be allocated to this fund. 

TPEF has 4.7 million 
Florins earmarked for the im¬ 
provement of the quality of 
the Aruba product, which will 
provide attention to various 
locations around the island 


that have not received atten¬ 
tion for many years, as for 
example Casibari, Ayo and 
our caves. 

For the very first time the 
government presented a two- 
year island budget, to cover 
the years 2011 and 2012. 
Such a budget is constitu¬ 
tional in Aruba. According to 
Oduber, a two-year budget 
affords them the opportunity 
to begin planning the projects 
they would like to realize in 
2012. However, this does not 
imply that the funds desig¬ 
nated for 2012 can be utilized 
in 2011. Those funds can 
only be spent in the year for 
which they have been desig¬ 
nated. Some members of the 
AVP party preferred to have 
the two budgets separated. 
They presented an amend¬ 
ment to have them separated, 
especially in view of the fact 
that the 2012 budget has not 
yet been approved by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Minister Oduber accepted 
the amendment presented by 
the AVP delegation. This was 
approved by 13 votes in favor 
and 6 against. The law regar¬ 
ding the TPEF budget was 
approved by a 15 yeah vote 
and 4 neah votes. Parliament 
appeared pleased with the 
labors of Minister Oduber 
and for the positive effect that 
the TPEF fund has had in 
under a year of its founding.

More than 50 road projects to be 
undertaken via the WIF and DOW! 



ORANJESTAD - Soon the 
government will have to 
make the Interim Road buil¬ 
ding Fund (WIF) a perma¬ 
nent fund. This is a fund that 
was created some 8 years ago 
specifically for the repair and 
construction of roads. This 
fund exists now for 8 years in 
a transitory phase. 

The Minister presented an 
ample description of the pro¬ 
jects currently under con¬ 
struction and of those 
projects to be undertaken via 
the WIF (interim road build¬ 
ing fund) and the DOW 
budget for 2011. This entails 
more than 50 major road 
building projects. 

The WIF budget creates 
the possibility to work on our 
public roads. The funds for 
the WIF are generated from 
our road taxes. It now de¬ 
pends on the department of 
finances and the government 
to determine what funds they 



will get to work with. When 
these funds become formally 
structured they will have a 
fixed amount of funds that 
they could depend on. This 
however is for future plan¬ 
ning. For this year 2011, they 
have received approval for 10 
million Aruban florins. More 
than 24 roads received atten¬ 
tion from the 2010 funds. 
These included roads in 
Oranjestad as well as several 
in San Nicolaas, to include 
Zeewijk, Pastoor Hendrik- 
straat and Palisiaweg, etc. 


The funds that were ap¬ 
proved last week would 
cover the work in the follow¬ 
ing areas and roads roads: 
Tarabana, Seroe Blanco, 
Rooi Manochi, Meiveld, Sa- 
bana Basora, Drachtstraat, 
the water drainage system in 
the Avenida Milio Croes, En- 
gelandstraat, Safir Phase 2, 
Topas, Copal phase 1, Esmer¬ 
alda Phase 1, Boegoeroei/Sa- 
bana Liber Phase 1 & 2, the 
water drainage system in Sa- 
bana Liber - Betonweg, the 
flow of water in Kamay/ 
Montserat, Seroe Pita phase 
2, Bottom Hillweg and 
Zeewijk phase 2. 

On the other hand DOW is 
utilizing their own budget to 
work on the recapping of a 
vast number of roads both in 
Oranjestad as well as in San 
Nicolaas. More than 26 roads 
in the San Nicolaas area will 
be nicely recapped.

Cas Animal Foundation is 
Aruba’s single no-kill shelter, 
founded by Kiki Arndt, who 
began saving and rehabilitat¬ 
ing abandoned and abused 
dogs and cats 14 years ago, 
when she first arrived on the 
island.

efforts to rescue them with 
our weekly articles, and this 
week sends out a plea on her 
behalf for unused playhouses 
about to be discarded. 

Kiki has found these play¬ 
houses provide excellent 
refuge from the sun for the 
more than 80 dogs she now 
cares for in her 
home. “They 
absolutely 
adore curling 
up in them, and 
if anyone is 
planning on 
disposing of 
one, now that 
their children 
are grown, we 
would be happy 
to receive it as a 
donation,” she 
reports. 

When Kiki 
first came to 
live on the is¬ 
land, she found 
the owners of 
the house she 
rented had left 
behind two 
dogs who were 


still guarding the house and 
awaiting their masters’ re¬ 
turn, despite starvation and 
deadly thirst. It was this 
demonstration of such disre¬ 
gard for the loyal devotion of 
their canine companions that 
prompted her to begin taking 
in abandoned animals; a call¬ 
ing that has taken over her 
life and to which she dedi¬ 
cates her days.

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Smartphones help world's 
winemakers foil fraudsters 



BORDEAUX (AFP) - For 
Charles Pillitteri, the fight 
against fraudsters began 
when he discovered fake bot¬ 
tles of his Canadian ice wine 
in Taiwan in 1998. 

He tried everything to 
safeguard his product from 
counterfeiting, from 22-carat 
gold to invisible ink, only to 
realise that none would pro¬ 
tect the consumer at point of 
purchase. 

The proprietor of Pillitteri 
Estates Winery in Niagara- 


on-the-Eake, in the 
Canadian province of 
Ontario, found his so¬ 
lution in a bottle-top 
silver bubble seal that 
is impossible to copy. 

"It gives us authen¬ 
ticity, traceability, in¬ 
tegrity and customer 
satisfaction," said Pil¬ 
litteri as the recent 
Vinexpo wine indus¬ 
try fair in Bordeaux. 

The seals — devel¬ 
oped by Prooftag, a 
French firm that spe¬ 
cialises in brand secu¬ 
rity — is among 
several technologies 
that vintners are embracing to 
foil fraudsters and reassure 
consumers that they are buy¬ 
ing the real thing. 

With Prooftag, a consumer 
armed with an iPhone, a 
downloaded software appli¬ 
cation and Internet access can 
authenticate a wine in sec¬ 
onds, even while standing at 
the wine-store shelves. 

"It’s easy. You take your 
iPhone, take a shot of the 
datamatrix code and it takes 
you to the website and it 


shows you a picture of the 
bubble pattern for the bottle 
you are looking at," Pillitteri 
said. 

"If you break the seal, all 
the bubbles are broken, the 
seal is gone and you can’t 
copy it." 

Android and BlackBerry 
versions of the app are due 
out by year's end.

Prooftag now sells bubble 
seals to winemakers in 
Canada, France, South Amer¬ 
ica and the US state of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

With Asian demand for 
Bordeaux wine growing, 
more and more of the region's 
estates are investing in bub¬ 
ble seals, Kaiser said, as well 
as other options that draw on 
smartphone technology. 

E-Reader Growth 
Jumps Ahead of 
Costly Tablets 

(AFP)- When Apple 
launched its iPad, many ob¬ 
servers speculated that it was 
only a matter of time before 
e-readers, with their more 
limited functionality, would 
be replaced by the more ver¬ 
satile tablets. But a new study 
from the Pew Internet & 
American Fife Project finds 
that e-reader ownership has 
recently been growing faster 
than tablets. 

The study reports that the 
share of adults in the U.S. 
who own an e-reader doubled 
from six percent to 12 percent 
in the November 2010 to 
May 2011 time period. Pew 
began measuring e-reader use 
in April 2009, and this is the 
first time that ownership has 
reached double digits among 
American adults. 

Tablets at Eight Percent 

By contrast, only eight 
percent of U.S. adults re¬ 
ported in May that they 
owned a tablet such as the 
iPad, the Samsung Galaxy 
Tab, or the Motorola Xoom. 
Nearly the same percentage - 
- seven percent — also re¬ 
ported owning a tablet in 
January, and the current level 
is only three points higher 
than last November. Before 
that, Pew said, tablet owner¬ 
ship had grown rapidly.

Global warming: Cities, 
too, are carbon 'sinks' 


BRITAIN (AFP) - Scientists 
on Tuesday offered a slender 
piece of good news about 
global warming, reporting 
that cities can be of surprising 
help in soaking up carbon 
dioxide (C02), the principal 
greenhouse gas. 

Around four percent of 
the world's land surface is de¬ 
fined as urbanised, a figure 
expected to surge as the 
planet's human population 
rises from seven billion this 
year to as much as 9.5 billion 
by mid-century. 

But unlike forests, urban 
areas are absent in most cal¬ 
culations of "sinks" where 
vegetation soaks up C02 nat¬ 
urally thanks to photosynthe¬ 
sis. 

A new study, though, says 
the contribution can be sig¬ 
nificant. 

British scientists carried 
out their survey on the central 
English city of Feicester, 
which has a population of 
around 300,000 living in an 
area of 73 square kilometres 



(28 square miles). 

They measured the car¬ 
bon-absorbing capacity of its 
parks, domestic gardens, 
abandoned industrial land, 
golf courses, school playing 
fields, road verges and river 
banks. 

They found that 231,000 
tonnes of carbon were locked 
up this way, 10 times more 
than expected. It is roughly 
equal to the average annual 
emissions of more than 
150,000 saloon, also called 
sedan, cars. 

"Our study illustrates this 
is not the case and that there 
is a substantial pool of carbon 
locked away in the vegetation 
within a city." 

Urban "sinks" are not by 
themselves a solution to the 
billions of tonnes of carbon 
emitted globally but can help 
mitigate their impact, espe¬ 
cially if gardeners grow trees, 
which absorb far more C02 
than grass and shrubs, she 
said.

Spanish surgeons perform first 
double leg transplant

Spanish surgeons on Monday 
carried out the world’s first- 
ever double leg transplant, au¬ 
thorities in the eastern city of 
Valencia said. 

The operation lasted all night 
and was completed on Monday 
morning in the city’s La Fe 
hospital, the regional health 
authority said in a statement. 

"It is the first time in the 


world that such a transplant 
has been carried out," it said. 

It would not reveal the 
names of the donors or the pa¬ 
tient for reasons of privacy. 

But Spain’s health ministry 
announced in November that it 
planned to carry out a double 
leg transplant on "a patient 
who had suffered a trauma 
above the knee on both legs 


and for whom prostheses 
would be no use". 

The doctor in charge of the 
operation, Pedro Cavadas, is 
known in Spain for having car¬ 
ried out several transplants. 

In October 2008 he carried 
out the first double arm trans¬ 
plant undertaken in Spain and 
the second in the world, while 
in August 2009 he performed 
the first face transplant in 
Spain. 




SYDNEY (AFP)—Australia’s 
major alcohol brands on Tues¬ 
day launched voluntary health 
warnings on their labels target¬ 
ing children, pregnant women 
and excessive boozing in a 
country famed for its binge¬ 
drinking culture. 

DrinkWise, an industry 
body representing 80 percent 
of Australia’s big alcohol 
names by volume, said new la¬ 
bels would be phased in on 
beer, wine and spirits carrying 
warnings on underage drinking 
and tippling during pregnancy. 

"There will be no silver bul¬ 
let, this won't change 
overnight. It might take 10 
years, but our aim is to see a 
healthier drinking culture in 
Australia," said DrinkWise 
chair Trish Worth at the label 


launch. 

The new labels are not 
mandated by the government 
and are being seen as a pre¬ 
emptive strike in the wake of a 
government crackdown on to¬ 
bacco. 

Under the bold plan, which 
has drawn the ire of interna¬ 
tional tobacco giants, all ciga¬ 
rettes will have to be sold in 
plain, drab packets with 
graphic health warnings and 
no logos. 

The new alcohol warnings, 
featuring slogans such as "kids 
and alcohol don't mix" and "it 
is safest not to drink while 
pregnant", will be accompa¬ 
nied by point-of-sale informa¬ 
tion about the health risks of 
drinking, Worth said. 

Health experts from bodies 
including the Cancer Council 
and the Australian Medical As¬ 
sociation said the campaign 
did not go far enough. 

Others saw the move as a 
step in the right direction for 
Australia. Alcohol abuse is es¬ 
timated to cost the economy as 
much as Aus$36 (US$38) bil¬ 
lion every year — more than 
smoking.

US astronauts in last spacewalk of shuttle era 



Two US astronauts stepped 
out on the last spacewalk of 
the shuttle era yesterday at 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion, where Atlantis is docked 
on the final mission of the 30- 
year US program. 

Americans Ron Garan and 
Mike Fossum floated out of 
the airlock at 9:22 am (1322 
GMT) for the six and a half 
hour spacewalk, aimed at re¬ 
trieving a failed ammonia 
pump from the orbiting lab 
and moving it to the shuttle's 
payload bay for return to 
Earth. 

The duo, who were al¬ 
ready aboard the ISS when 
Atlantis arrived on Sunday as 
part of the six-member inter¬ 
national Expedition 28 crew, 


also attached a Robotic Refu¬ 
eling Module experiment to 
the lab. 

The joint US-Canadian 
project aims to test technolo¬ 
gies for repairing and refuel¬ 
ing satellites in space. 

Atlantis's crew of four 
American astronauts helped 
support the spacewalk. 

"We have come a long 
way since we first started 
doing spacewalks," said 
deputy shuttle program man¬ 
ager LeRoy Cain, reflecting 
on the 159 floating trips by 
astronauts and cosmonauts to 
build the ISS over the past 
decade. 

The last-ever spacewalk 
by astronauts from a US shut¬ 
tle crew was completed on 


May 27 during En¬ 
deavour's final visit 
to the orbiting out¬ 
post. 

American astro¬ 
nauts Mike Fincke 
and Greg Chamitoff s 
seven and a half hour 
trip helped move the 
global space tally 
past 1,000 hours of 
spacewalking to con¬ 
struct, maintain and 
repair the ISS. 

Yesterday's space- 
walk marked the 
160th at the orbiting 
research lab. 

Fossum and Garan 
have already stepped 
out together on three space- 
walks in June 2008 as part of 


the STS-124 mission that de¬ 
livered the Japanese Kibo lab 
to the ISS. 

On Monday, NASA's da¬ 
mage assessment team con¬ 
cluded that the shuttle heat 
shield sustained no major 
harm during liftoff and would 
not need a more focused in¬ 
spection, which Cain de¬ 
scribed as "really good 
news." 

NASA also decided to ex¬ 
tend Atlantis's mission by a 
day, so the astronauts will 
now spend 13 days on their 
final journey to space before 
the US shuttle program 
closes down forever. 

The main objective of At¬ 
lantis's trip is to take advan¬ 
tage of the massive cargo 
space available one last time 
in order to restock the Inter¬ 
national Space Station with a 
year's worth of food and sup¬ 
plies. 

With the shuttle gone, 


only Russia's three-seat 
Soyuz capsules will be capa¬ 
ble of carrying astronauts to 
the ISS at a cost of more than 
$50 million per seat. 

With the extra day in 
space, Atlantis is now sched¬ 
uled to land back on Earth 
July 21 at 5:56 am (0956 
GMT), mission control in 
Houston said. 

NASA photo obtained 
yesterday shows Atlantis' 
payload bay, focusing on the 
docking mechanism, pho¬ 
tographed by the STS-135 
crew from inside the crew 
cabin. 

The orbiter boom sensor 
system and a portion of the 
remote manipulator system's 
robot arm are visible in the 
frame, exposed during the 
third day in space for the as¬ 
tronauts. The photo was 
made shortly before the shut¬ 
tle docked with the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station.

Fed sets 5-year 


exit from 
support 



WASHINGTON,(AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve has set a grad¬ 
ual exit from its crisis support 
of the US economy that could 
take up to five years, according 
to the minutes of its last policy 
meeting released Tuesday. 

Policymakers agreed that 
the central bank, "when eco¬ 
nomic conditions warrant," 
would begin to raise ultra-low 
interest rates and then slowly 
sell off billions of dollars in 
Treasury securities, originally 
bought up to inject liquidity 
into the economy, "over a pe¬ 
riod of three to five years," the 
minutes said. 

At the June 21-22 meeting 
of the Federal Open Market 
Committee, participants said 
the measured pace of asset 
sales was aimed at "minimiz¬ 
ing the extent" to which the 
winding down "might affect 
the allocation of credit across 
sectors of the economy." 


US crisis 


The FOMC emphasized 
that it would weigh the timing 
and pace of the exit against its 
mandate to promote full em¬ 
ployment and keep prices sta¬ 
ble. 

But committee members 
expressed concerns about the 
impact on the economic out¬ 
look of debt problems in the 
United States and Europe. 

With a Washington policy 
stalemate opening up the pos¬ 
sibility of US debt default as 
early as August, participants 
emphasized "that even a short 
delay in the payment of princi¬ 
pal or interest on the Treasury 
Department’s debt obligations 
would likely cause severe mar¬ 
ket disruptions and could also 
have a lasting effect on US 
borrowing costs." 

They also noted that 
Greece’s fiscal difficulties and 
spreading concerns about other 
peripheral European countries 
"could cause significant finan¬ 
cial strains in the United 
States." 

At the June meeting, central 
bank policymakers discussed 
signs of a slowing US eco¬ 
nomic recovery, including a 
softening jobs market, stutter¬ 
ing industrial production, 
falling consumer spending and 
a depressed housing market.

Obama foe unveils last-ditch 


debt plan 

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell on 
Tuesday unveiled a plan to 
avert an early August US debt 
default while sparing his party 
the political pain of a deal with 
the White House. 

McConnell dubbed the 
complex blueprint a "last 
choice option" if budget talks 
with Obama collapse before 
forging an accord to raise the 
US debt ceiling, now set at 
$14.29 trillion. 

The lawmaker said he had 
grown "increasingly pes¬ 
simistic" over the course of 
"seemingly endless" talks with 
the White House.

NEW YORK, (AFP) - Rupert

Twelve million need food aid 
in Horn of Africa: FAO 


ROME, (AFP) - Twelve mil¬ 
lion people are in need of food 
aid because of drought and 
conflict in the Horn of Africa 
region, a senior economist at 
the UN's Food and Agriculture 
Organisation said Tuesday. 

"There are nearly 12 mil¬ 
lion people who are now af¬ 
fected by the emergency," 

Shukri Ahmed told AFP at 
the organisation's Rome head¬ 
quarters that those affected in 
parts of Djibouti, Ethiopia, 
Kenya, Somalia and Uganda 
required "immediate food as¬ 
sistance", including fresh live¬ 
stock. 

The UN's World Food Pro¬ 
gramme last week said it be¬ 
lieved 10 million were in need 
of food aid, an increase from 


an earlier estimate of six mil¬ 
lion. 

"Most of these people are 
pastoralists ... They depend on 
their livestock and they need 
immediate rehabilitation of 
their livestock," including ac¬ 
cess to water and prevention 
of animal disease, Ahmed 
said. 

Ahmed said the long-run¬ 
ning conflict in Somalia was 
"the centre of this problem." 
"To do any specific thing of 
course you need stability and 
a situation in which ... every¬ 
one can move around to help 
people," he said. 

Ahmed however said the 
crisis was unlikely to escalate 
to the levels seen during the 
Ethiopian famine of the 1980s 


because the international com¬ 
munity was now more aware 
and had better early warning 
systems in place.

Sydney adopts 
gay-proud Gaga 


SYDNEY (AFP)-Colourful 
American pop star Lady Gaga 
has been declared an honorary 
citizen of Sydney for her "un¬ 
wavering support" of gay 
rights as she delighted fans 
with surprise shows at two city 
nightspots. 

The cryptic pop diva was 
given the honour during a low- 
key tour of Sydney, which will 
feature just one invite-only 
concert at the city's Town Hall 
for 1,000 people, as a token of 
gratitude for her gay rights 
work. 

"Lady Gaga has been a 
powerful force for the gay and 
lesbian community in Sydney, 
and we have a rare honour for 
people whose achievements 
embrace the ideals and spirit of 
our city -- the title of'Honorary 
citizen of Sydney'," said Lord 
Mayor Clover Moore on Tues¬ 
day. "I am extending that hon¬ 
our to Lady Gaga." 

Moore said the award paid 


tribute to the artist's use of her 
"star power to focus the 
world's attention on the preju¬ 
dice still directed at gay men 
and women." 

Despite being among the 
world's gay and lesbian capi¬ 
tals — annually hosting the 
renowned Mardi Gras gay 
pride march — Moore said 
Sydney's same-sex couples 
were still denied the right to 
marry under national law. 

Born Stefani Germanotta, 
Lady Gaga used an interview 
on prime time television Mon¬ 
day night to call for Australian 
Prime Minister Julia Gillard to 
legalise same-sex marriage. 

The prime minister was 
quick to pour cold water on 
Lady Gaga's calls. 

"For me I think marriage 
and the Marriage Act has had a 
particular status in our society 
and it should keep that status," 
said Gillard.

Sweden hope to make Japan 
dance to their tune 



(AFP)—Sweden coach 

Thomas Dennerby is wary of 
opponents Japan ahead of 
today's semi-final, but is hop¬ 
ing his side can continue their 
trendy victory dance all the 
way to the women's World 
Cup final. 

Sweden booked their 
place for the match in Frank¬ 
furt with a 3-1 win over Aus¬ 
tralia on Sunday and their 
trademark dance — per¬ 
formed after most goals — is 
rapidly becoming a feature of 
Germany 2011. 

Japan made the last four 
by stunning defending cham¬ 
pions and hosts Germany 1-0 
in Wolfsburg on Saturday as 
a goal from substitute Karina 
Maruyama in extra time put 
her side in the semi-final. 

Despite their nickname 
Nadeshiko — a pink flower 
symbolising grace and beauty 
— the Japanese are proving no 
pushovers at Germany 2011 
and have already beaten Swe¬ 
den this year with a 2-1 win 
at the Algarve Cup in March. 

Dennerby says he is sur¬ 
prised his side will not be fac¬ 


ing Germany, but says the 
Japanese deserve respect. 

"Actually, I had counted 
on us playing Germany, but 
the Japanese are fast, techni¬ 
cally savvy and we lost to 
them on the Algarve," said 
the 51-year-old. 

Japan also held Sweden to 
a 1-1 draw in a pre-World 
Cup friendly on the eve of the 
tournament and their coach 
Norio Sasaki is expecting a 
tough match. 

"We saw enough from the 
friendly against them to gain 
confidence and we have im¬ 
proved since then," he said. 

"We have picked up some 
experience now by beating 


Germany and against Swe¬ 
den now, well, only the 
gods of football knows who 
will win." 

Having beaten two-time 
champion the USA 2-1 in 
their final group game, 
Sweden are riding a wave 
of confidence and veteran 
midfielder Therese Sjogran 
is promising more goals 
having scored against Aus¬ 
tralia with a crisp strike. 

"Germany were frus¬ 
trated that they didn't score 
(against Japan). But things 
will go differently for us," 
said Sjogran confidently. 

After collecting the 
player-of-the-match award 
for the last two games, 
Swedish striker Lotta Schelin 
says her team are now just 
taking each game as it comes. 

Having won the women's 
Champions League with 
Olympique Lyon, the 27- 
year-old brought the team 
dance — called Logobitombo 
— from France and the 
Swedes have improvised it 
into their own goal celebra¬ 
tions. 


Pressure off Venezuela, on Paraguay at Copa 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - Few 
observers would have expected 
two of the top three finishers in 
South America's World Cup 
qualifiers to be struggling to 
reach the Copa America quar¬ 
ter-finals, still less stand in 
Venezuela's shadow. 

Yet that is the situation 
facing both eight-times 
champions Brazil and 
Paraguay as both bid to land 
a place in the last eight while 
the Venezuelans can largely 
afford to relax ahead of their 
final group game. 


Although now the base- 
ball-loving nation will hope 
to go the whole hog and win 
the group they can afford to 
lose Wednesday's encounter 
in the northern Argentinian 
city of Salta and still sail on 
having drawn with the au- 
riverde and beaten Ecuador. 

Final group rivals 
Paraguay must, like Brazil, 
scrap to ensure further 
progress after two draws and 
the Paraguayans will not take 
the Venezuelans lightly after 
the Vinotinto's impressive 


showing to date. 

The Paraguayans did the 
double over Cesar Farias' 
men in World Cup qualifying 
on the way to coming third in 
the regional grouping to book 
a place for South Africa, 
where they pushed Spain 
hard before succumbing in 
the quarter-finals. 

Venezuela, meanwhile, 
were happy with the high- 
point of a draw away to 
Brazil as the traditional con¬ 
tinental whipping boys fin¬ 
ished above Peru and Bolivia. 

Indeed, two points more 
and they would have had the 
same points tally of Uruguay, 
who finally crept into a playoff 
with Costa Rica before going 
on to reach the semi-finals. 

With the two best third- 
placed teams in the three- 
group Copa advancing to the 
quarters there is a chance that 
a draw might be enough for 
the Paraguayans. 

But, just like Brazil 
against Ecuador, they cannot 
be sure that three points in 
total will suffice, hence the 
need to ratchet up their form. 

"Now for the moment of 
truth," says Paraguay coach 
Gerardo Martino, who will be 
banned from the dugout after 
arguing with Colombian 
match official Wilmar Roldan 
during the Brazil match.

Batsmen Sachin Ten¬ 
dulkar, Virender Sehwag and 
Gautam Gambhir, pacemen 
Zaheer Khan and Shanthaku- 
maran Sreesanth, and all- 
rounder Yuvraj Singh all 
return after missing the 
Caribbean tour. 

"They (England) are a 
good side and hopefully we 
will get the results we are 
looking for," said off-spinner 
Harbhajan, who bagged 11 
wickets in three Tests in the 
West Indies. 

"I am not one who sets tar¬ 
gets and says ’I want to take 
the wicket of a particular bats¬ 
man'. I am playing against 
England and I want to take as 
many wickets as possible. I 
keep things simple." 

Harbhajan became the 
third Indian after leg-spinner 
Anil Kumble (619) and fast 
bowler Kapil Dev (434) to 
complete 400 Test wickets 
during the drawn third and 
final Test against the West 
Indies in Dominica on Sun¬ 
day.

France coach calls for giant-killing 
skills against USA 


Yes, we Cano: Derby win is a family affair 

Yanks slugger sets final-round 
record with father throwing 



(AFP)—France coach Bruno 
Bini believes his side will 
have to call on all their giant¬ 
killing skills to get past the 
United States in the women's 
World Cup semi-finals here 
on Wednesday. 

As two-time defending 
champions Germany and 
Brazil, the 2007 finalists, 
have already been eliminated 
the United States are the only 
remaining pre-tournament 
favourites in the running. 

Despite struggling to 
reach Germany 2011 the 
Americans have never failed 
to qualify for the global tour¬ 
nament and were twice 
champions - winning the in¬ 
augural edition in 1991 and 
again in 1999. 

As well as being ranked 
number one in the world by 
FIFA the United States are 
also the reigning and three¬ 
time Olympic champions. 

France, by contrast, are a 
team on the rise after failing 
to get past the group stages in 
their only previous appear¬ 
ance on the world stage in 
2003. 

Comparing the two na¬ 
tions is impossible, Bini said. 

"They are the number one 
nation in the FIFA rankings. 
They have 2.5 million club 
players. It's sure that it's eas¬ 
ier to find 21 than when you 
have 55,000 club players to 
chose from," said Bini. 

"But you're not under-19 
European champions, Euro¬ 
pean quarter-finalists and 


World Cup semi-finalists 
without being competent in 
some way." 

Both sides have had very 
similar paths to the semi-fi¬ 
nals, finishing second in their 
respective groups after losing 
one of their games. 

France fell 4-2 to Ger¬ 
many in Group A, while the 
United States were shocked 
2-0 to Sweden in Group C. 

They are also both com¬ 
ing from bruising quarter-fi¬ 
nals needing dramatic 
penalty shoot outs before ad¬ 
vancing after a gruelling 120 
minutes of play. 

The United States got past 
Brazil 5-3 on penalties after 
the match ended 2-2 after 
extra-time on Sunday, a day 
after France achieved a 4-3 
penalty win over England 
after their tie had ended 1-1. 

The extra day could prove 
important, Bini believes. 

Defender Laura Georges, 
one of the French team's contin¬ 
gent of ten players from Cham¬ 
pions League winning side 
Lyon, believes France have a 
fighting chance in the most im¬ 
portant game of their careers. 

"They (the US) are solid, 
tactically very well organised 
and athletically very strong. 
We're going to really test our¬ 
selves on that level. They 
have a real athletics culture. 

"But eveything is to play 
for as it is in every match," 
said Georges.
